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43. The floor mat of Claim 4, wherein saicj^rtftrusions are shaped or arranged in at leastone^ 
of-groups, designs, patterns, stripe^^^rds, and combinations thereof. 

44. The floor mat of Claim 41, wherein^l^ are on the bot tom of said mat.
